Often when I am traveling 
abroad, foreign diplomats of the 
Free World make it plain that 
they regard the United States as 
sort of the "new boy on the 
block." ~ 

I don't ' mean they are 
disrespectful. But they get 
across the point that they feel 
we could use more experience 
in the highly specialized field of 
internatioal diplomacy. 

British diplomats, in particu- 
lar, make no effort to hide their 
belief that the Americans have 
been extremely naive - and at 
times downright ridiculous in 
the age-old art of diplomacy. 

THEIR CONTENTION is that 
America is sold on idealism and 
morality in world affairs that it 
fails to understand why other 
nations it deals with don't rush 
to follow the same worthy 
course. 

A favorite comment goes 
something like this, "But this is 
the real world and your country 
and its representatives don't 
quite understand how the game 
is played." 

Now I'm not recommending 
that the United States adopt a 
tough, double-crossing, im- 




moral brand of foreign policy 
relations. 

But 1 do think it is time we 
learned a few of the traits and 
tricks possessed by our adver- 
saries - and, yes, some of our 
allies as well - in our approach 
to the whole subject of 
international relations. 

IT IS TIME for us to learn 
how foreign nations make use of 
our idealism and generosity in 
the ever-growing contest for the 
balance of power in today's 
world. 

We must learn that our 
natural abundance is not so 



great that we can continue 
forever with ^programs ; of 
grants-in-aid to every nation hot 
as fortunate as the United

A question has been on my 
mind for many years put has 
taken on new urgency in the 
light of the developing short- 
ages in almost every essential 
material we possess. When will 
we learn? 

THE QUESTION is hot just a 
slogan. To me it is desperately 
important, because I believe 
our continued position as a 
major power and a Free World 
leader depends on the answer. 

When we were hit by the 
energy crisis and it shot fuel 
prices sky-high, as well as 
burdening the nation with 
runaway inflation, I confess I 
thought we were - at long last - 
beginning to learn.

Tax Inequities 




The Lake County, Board of 
Review has announced its 
intention to equalize the 
assessments in the 18 townships 
in Lake County for the 1974 tax 
year. - 

"Our action/' said John Jerry 
Murphy, chairman of the Board 
of Review, "is directed towards 
preventing the inequities suf- 
fered by some townships for the 
1973 tax year. In making our 
determination as to what level 
we were going to aim atj the 
board decided to try. to reach a 
level giving the county about 
the same overall assessed 
valuation that it had in 1973/V 

"to do this,V said Murphy, 
"means that we are aiming at 
an assessed value ratio for each 
township of about 25 percent." 

Following the board's plan, 8 
townships would not be changed 
3 townships would receive some 



reduction and 7 would be raised. 
Those townships receiving 
some reductions would be 
Antioch, Newport and. Vernon; 
Those receiving small increases 
would be Fremont, Grant, 
Avon, Libertyyille, Waucohda 
and Lake Villa. 

Ela will have land values 
raised and improvement values 
reduced (an overall reduction 
for Ela Township). 

'"This action," said Murphy, 
"will result in the assessed 
values for all 18 townships being 
around 25 percent.
